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TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE, OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[Z. S.] Zo the inhabitants of the town of Derry qualified to vote 
in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said town 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator for the unexpired term. 

ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. | : 

ARTICLE 3. To choose a board of three assessors to act in 
conjunction with the selectmen in making the quadriennial in- 
voice in the months of September and October next. 


ARTICLE 4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the support of schools, for the maintenance of the poor, for the 
laying out and repairing of highways and building and repairing 
bridges and for other necessary charges arising within the town. 

ARTICLE 5. ‘To hear the reports of Agents,. Auditors, Commit- 
tees or Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to the use of Upton Post No. 45, Depart- 


ment N.H., G. A. R., to defray the expenses of Memorial day 
1892. a . 3 


ARTICLE 7. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select-

men to make special repairs of the highway between Derry Vil- 
lage and Derry Depot and to remedy the trouble from snowdrifts 
as far as practicable on said highway between the dwelling house 
of H. P. Hood and that of Patrick Kelly. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the the town will vote to renew their con- 
tract with the Derry Electric Light Company for lighting the 
streets and to raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
therefor. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to contract with the Derry Water Works Company for the 
placing of additional hydrants in said town. 


ARTICLE 10.- To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to contract with the Boston & Maine Railroad Company for the 
use of the brick building formerly used as a water house, fora 
lock-up, or to authorize them to buy land and erect a suitable 
building for such purpose. 

ArticLE 11. To seeif the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the trustees of Pinkerton Academy 
for the free attendance at said academy of so many pupils, resi- 
dent in said town as are deemed by the Board of Education to 
be qualified for admission therein and to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary therefor. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue that 
part of the highway leading from South Avenue, so called, to a 
hub near the dwelling house of George A. Waugh, lying easterly 

.of a line beginning on the easterly line of said highway at the 
northwesterly corner of said Waugh’s land, thence running north- 
erly parallel with the front line of the dwelling house of said 
Waugh and the dwelling house of George B. Smith, one hundred 
and seventy five feet and four inches, and thence running straight 
to the intersection of the easterly line of said highway with the 
southerly line of South avenue. 

ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen 
to procure preliminary survey and estimates for the construction 
ot a system of sewerage at Derry Depot.

ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to locate two watering troughs and supply them with 
water, 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee if the town will vote to adopt and use the 
new Australian ballot law for all town elections. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will authorize the Derry 
Cemetery Association to remove the wall between the town com- 
mon and the old burying ground and erect in its place an iron 
fence with gateways to all parts of the old and new cemetery ; 
also to straighten the line between the town common and the 
’ burying ground, the whole to be done without expense to the 
town. 

ARTICLE 17. ‘To see if the town will vote to make the high- 
way tax a money tax and to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
a board of road commissioners to take charge of the highways and 
to keep the same in repair.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the law, that provides that the school board 
shall make to the town and the town district, an annual report, 
we respectfully submit the following :— 

The length of the school year has been 24 weeks, one week 
less in No. 11, and four less in No. 6, owing to sickness among the 
scholars in the latter case ; from the same cause this ‘school lost 
two weeks in 1890. 


The same teachers have been employed during both terms in 
each school, as far as possible, and the results obtained warrant 


us in the assertion, that in every instance our schools have been a 
success, 

Repairs have been made upon the houses in districts Nos. 3, 4, 
6, 7,and 9, to the extent of laying new floors, furnishing new 
seats and painting both inside and outside. On No. 4 the repairs 
were more extensive, amounting toa thorough renovation of the 
whole house. 

The new desks in this house were the gift of our townsman, 
James C. Taylor, a life-long resident of the district; and we take 
this occasion to tender him in behalf of ourselves and the district 
our most sincere thanks for his valuable and timely gift; and we 
trust that those most immediately benefitted thereby will long re- 
member, and duly appreciate the same. s 

The school house and lot in Dist. No. 1 has ‘been sold in ac- 
cordance with the vote passed at our last annual meeting. 

We again call the attention of the distict to the lack of school 
accommodations in district No. 11 (so called) ; the present house 
will accomodate but about two-thirds of the scholars comfortakly, 
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provided the house could be heated properly in cold weather ; 
this connot be done with the present arrangement, and the defect 
should be remedied before another term 1s taught therein. 

Your School Board would most respectfully suggest to the citi- 
zens of that district, that while they have been, and are now, 
showing such activity and zeal in procuring for themselves water- 
works, sidewalks, electric lights and numberless other comforts 
and luxeries which some consider essential to their prosperity 
and advancement, they do not longer neglect to interest them- 
selves as thoroughly in providing for their children, comfortable 
and ample accomodations for schooling. 

We would further recommend that the town district raise such 
sums annually in addition to the amount required by law, and what 
is obtained from other sources, as will allow our school year 
to consist of at least three terms of eleven weeks each.
